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Judge finds probable cause 
to hold Bradley for murder 


District Court Judge John L. Bather- 
son was faced with two contradictory 
stories at the probable cause hearing of 
Rafael Neil Bradley, Jr., in South Paris 
district court yesterday afternoon. Testi- 
fying that Bradley, 19, of North Water- 
ford, shot Russell Stevens in self-defense 
on the morning of Nov, 15 were his 
14-year-old girlfriend and her friend. On 
the other hand, testifying that Bradley 
shot Stevens after Stevens balked at giv- 
ing up his pickup truck was Doug 
Bradley, the defendant's younger 
brother. 

The two girls both testified that 
Bradley told them. he only shot Stevens 
after the East Stoneham man fired four 
shots from a 30-06 rifle at him. 

Assistant Attorney General Nicholas 
Gess, the prosecutor in the case, told the 
judge, “The most accurate story is pro- 
bably the one the defendant first told [to 
his younger brother], It is clear from the 
evidence the victim never got to pick up 
his own gun. It is apparent that that 30-06 
[which Stevens kept in the cab of the 
truck] was never fired at the defendant, 
or at anyone else.”

Judge Batherson didn't see it that way. 
“Mr. Bradley went out to find a vehicle. 
He found the vehicle, and in the course 
of this act [of stealing the vehicle] caus- 
ed the death of Russell Stevens.” 

The judge ordered young Bradley held 
without bail to await action by the grand 
jury, which will meet in January and 
decide whether to issue a formal indict- 
ment in the case, 

The case began after the wife of the 
31-year-old Russell Stevens reported her 
husband missing Nov, 15, Police found 
him Nov. 17, face down in a field in the

was snow piled on top of him, and he had 
gunshot wounds to the chest and head. 
Detective John Cormier, of the Maine 
State Police, testified that the head 
wound was over the left ear. The pickup 
truck he had left his house in was 
missing.

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Board ‘acted properly’ 
in closing deliberation 
to the public, DA says 


The Bethel Board of Selectmen acted 
properly in conducting deliberations on 
a concealed weapon permit application 
in a closed session, an assistant district 
attorney ruled last week, 

The ruling came in response to-a pro- 
test by The Citizen that the selectmen 
had, last Monday, improperly voted to go 
into executive session for the purpose of 
discussing a concealed weapon permit 
application. 

Assistant District Attorney Tony 
Ferguson pointed out that The Citizen 
was correct in noting that the state 
statute on public meetings makes no pro- 
vision for holding executive sessions on 
concealed weapons permits, However, he 
continued, a separate statute specifically 
exempts the entire process of concealed 
weapons permits applications, delibera- 
tions and votes from the realm of public 
meetings. 

The pertinent section of the assistant 
district attorney's ruling states as 
follows: “After reviewing the facts and 
the applicable statute, I have concluded

Power resides with the people? 


In the American political system, the populace holds political power 
and exercises it through elected officials. These elected officials are 
kept mindful of the fact that they are representatives of the people by 
being held accountable for their votes. 

However, it became clear last week to Bethel officials and to The 
Citizen that the Legislature has ordered this accountability to be 
dispensed with in the case of concealed weapons perznits. 

In the past, the Bethel selectmen had listed the names of applicants 
for concealed weapons permits on the board’s meeting agenda and had 
conducted the deliberation and voting on the applications in the course 
of their regular meetings. 

Last week, in order to discuss a particularly sensitive application, 
the board elected to go into executive session. What the board, and The 
Citizen, did not realize was that the applications should not have been 
on the agenda for a public meeting at all, and therefore an executive 
session. would not have been necessary, 

A number of facts were brought to light by this issue. For one, The 
Citizen was remiss in not being aware of the confidentiality portion 
of the re-written concealed weapons statute, which dates back to 1981. 
While, according to the District Attorney’s office, the newspaper was 
correct on the narrow issue of the gun permit discussions not falling 
under the umbrella of executive sessions, the newspaper was incor- 
rect on the larger issue by believing the permit applications should 
have been discussed openly. 

The Citizen apologizes to its readers and to the town officials for not 
keeping better abreast of changes in state law and thereby implicitly 
suggesting a course of action that, if followed, would have been illegal. 

However, now fully informed of the law, we find the legal procedures 
mandated by the Legislature are a real horror show. The revised con- 
cealed weapons permit statute specifies that “All proceedings relating 
to the grant, denial or revocation of permits are not public proceedings. 
...All applications, refusals and supporting documentation. ..are con- 
fidential and may not be made available for public inspection.” The 
only public record kept of the entire process is a list of the names and 
addresses of those granted permits. 

This law completely thwarts the concept of accountability of public 
officials on which our entire system of government rests. If citizens 
cannot be informed of the way in which their elected officials vote, how 
can those citizens know if they are being well or poorly served? 

The confidentiality portion of the concealed weapons statute was add- 
ed at the same time the Legislature gave local officials some discre- 
tion in evaluating the moral qualifications of those applying for 
permits—the notion being that if personalities were going to be discuss- 
ed, the discussion would be too sensitive for public ears. 

What nonsense. In most towns, there are frequently some pretty live- 
ly discussions on personalities when it comes to issuing liquor licenses 
or when neighbors complain that an adjoining residence is becoming 
a neighborhood nuisance. These discussions, lively though they may 
become, are held out in the open, as are any votes taken by the boards 
involved. 

To dispense with public accountability of official actions leads to all 
sorts of potential problems, and some potential abuses, What happens, 
for example, if a person applies for and receives a concealed weapon 
permit and subsequently shoots someone? Who voted for issuing the 
permit?—there’s no public record. How many members of the board 
voted for and how many against the permit?—there’s no public record. 
How many board members were present when the deliberation and 
vote took place?—there’s no public record. When and where did the 
vote take place? there’s no public record. Did the officials consider 
all pertinent information on the applicant?—there’s no public record. 

The confidentiality portion of the concealed weapons statute states 
that no provision of the public meeting statute shall apply. Thus, boards 
do not need to post notice that they will be meeting. A board could legal- 
ly meet at an unusual time and place for the purpose of conducting 
the town’s business. Of course that business should be limited to the 
matter of concealed weapons permits, but who would be around to know 
if other matters were discussed as well? 

In short, we find this confidentiality portion of the concealed weapons 
statute one of the poorest pieces of legislation imaginable. We hope 
it will be re-written, and quickly. bfw

Judy Kany, of 
the state’s Radioactive Waste Advisory 
Commission, presented to the commis- 
sion a draft bill authorizing the state to 
set up a low-level nuclear waste facility 
if no regional compact. or commercial 
contract is enterea into to dispose of the 
waste out of state. 

Citing the federal law that requires 
states, by July 1, 1986, to either join a 
regional compact or enact legislation in- 
dicating its intent to develop its own site, 
Sen. Kany noted that her bill would meet 
the requirements of the federal law. 

Her bill proposes that the low-level 
waste facility should be state-owned and 
controlled, but that the generators of the 
waste would be the ones to bear the total

The town manager would be offered a 
salary of $13,500 and would be responsi- 
ble to the Board of Selectmen, which ap- 
points him. He would act as the chief ex- 
ecutive and admiinistrative official of the 
town. He would also hold the positions of 
tax collector and treasurer—positions 
presently held by the town clerk. He 
would prepare the budget, act as pur- 
chasing agent for the town, hire and fire, 
and establish a plan for the town’s roads, 
with the cooperation of the public works 
director, 

As noted previously, the committee en- 
visions using the second floor of the 
Woodstock Elementary School for the 
town office, until the town takes over the 
entire school. At that time the town of- 
fice would be moved to the school annex

According to the two girls, they were 
at the Bradley home, a rented trailer on 
Rte, 118, the night of Nov. 14, smoking 
dope, Bradley and a friend of his also 
consumed some beer, while the younger 
brother had half a beer. The senior 
Bradley, a construction worker, was not 
home that evening. The boys’ mother 
lives in Presque Isle, 

In the morning the girls woke the 
younger Bradley at 5:30 so he could get 
up and head to town. 

Bradley’s girlfriend, 14-year-old Lona 
Strother, of Norway, testified that 
Bradley was going to get a car that morn- 
ing.so they could go to Florida. He took 
a .22 pistol with him when he left, she 
said, 

Her friend, 16-year-old Rhonda 
Cushman, of Oxford, testified that 
Bradley wanted to be out on the road 
hitching a ride between 6 and 7 a.m. 
“because there was a guy he-had hitch- 
hiked with before who came along at that 
time,” She said Bradley wanted to head 
south becatise he was afraid of being put 
in jail for missing a hearing the week 
before on two burglary and theft charges, 
the most recent Oct. 15 at Tutts Store, in 
North Waterford. She said the trio 
discussed going to Mexico ultimately. 

Young Bradley did manage to hitch a 
ride, and returned around §$ a.m, witha 
silver-blue Datsun pickup. The girls 
discovered later that there was a 30-06 ri- 
fle in the cab, two loaded clips in the 
glove compartment, plus another box of 
shells, 

Despite the fact that both testified that 
Bradley told them he had been in a 
shootout with the victim, they testified 
that. there were no shells missing from 
the two clips and no spent cartridges 
around, They also testified that Bradley 
didn’t have a scratch on him when they 
all hopped in the truck and headed for 
Florida. (Bradley sold the gun and am- 
munition to a trucker he met at a rest 
stop in the Carolinas, the girls testified.) 

Only Doug Bradley, Rafael Bradley’s 
16-year-old brother, told a different tale. 
He said “Junior” (Rafael Bradley, Jr.) 
woke him up when he returned with the 
pickup around 9 a.m, and teld him how 
he got the vehicle. According to Doug 
Bradley, his brother said he hitched a

Young Bradley appeared at his hear- 
ing wearing a short-sleeved chambray 
shirt, grey pants, white socks and boat 
mocassins. His father sat with the 
younger brother in the second row of the 
courtroom. His girlfriend and her friend 
sat in the back row with other friends, 

After the hearing, as Bradley was be- 
ing led back to the jail, Rhonda Cushman 
yelled out at him, “Lona still loves you!”

that there was no violation of Maine's so- 
called Right to Know Law. You are cor+ 
rect that discussion or consideration of 
a concealed weapons permit is not one 
of the matters listed in 1 M.R.S.A, §405 
that may be conducted in executive ses- 
sion. Another state statute, 25 M.R.S.A. 
§2006, however, specifically excludes ap- 
plications for concealed weapons permits 
from the provisions of the Right to Know 
Law. Thus, in my view, the Selectmen 
acted properly in closing its deliberation 
of the application to the public.” 

According to Town Manager Rodney 
Lynch, in the future, in order to comply 
with the concealed weapons statute, he 
will no longer list the names of applicants 
for permits on the agenda, nor will the 
board continue to vote in public session 
on the applications. The names of those 
granted concealed weapons permits will 
be listed in a book or file kept for that 
purpose, and this file alone will be open 
for public inspection, in accordance with 
the pertinent statute, he said, 

While not committing himself, he in- 
dicated that the board would probably 
discuss future weapons permits before or 
after the normal session in order to not 
get involved in calling for an executive 
session. 

The pertinent statute on keeping con- 
cealed weapons permit applications 
secret reads as follows: “Notwithstan- 
ding [the Right to Know Law], all ap- 
plications, refusals and supporting 
documentation received pursuant to [a 
concealed weapons permit] are confiden- 
tial and may not be made available for 
public inspection or copying, The in- 
dividual may waive this confidentiality 
by written notice te the issuing authori- 
ty. All proceedings relating to the grant, 
denial or revocation of permits are not 
public proceedings under [the Right to 
Know Law], unless otherwise requested 
by the applicant, 

“The issuing authority shall make a 
permanent record of each license in a 
suitable book or file kept for that pur- 
pose. The record shall include the date 
of issuarice, the name, age, sex and street 
address of the licensee, and shall: be 
available for public inspection.

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THIS WEEK AT THE 
Moses Mason House 


Old time Christmas traditions were 
celebrated at the monthly meeting of the 
Bethel Historical Society, held last 
Thursday evening in the meeting room 
of the Dr, Moses Mason House. 

Program Committee Chairman Helen 
Morton commented on the decorations of 
a bygone era that graced the Christmas. 
tree and explained the various toys and 


games, circa 1900, from the society’s col- . 


lection. Slides of old Christmas cards 
were shown, and the refreshments after 
the meeting included the holiday 
favorite: Indian pudding. 

Also featured during this meeting was 
another installment in the society's con- 
tinuing effort to document the histories 
of Bethel streets, Program committee 
member Geraldine House made a 
presentation on the histories of three of 
Bethel's shortest avenues: Kilborn, Tyler 
and. Crescent.-All of these streets were 
accepted in the 20th century by the Town 
of Bethel: Kilborn in 1906, Tyler in 1925, 
and Crescent in 1951. Residents were 
recalled and various facts relating to 
these streets brought to the attention of 
the audience, 

Kilborn Street was named for promi- 
nent Bethel businessman Eben Kilborn, 
who bult the house on the corner of 
present-day Kilborn and Chapman 
streets, and, with Alberto Copeland, gave 
the land for the street to the town. It was 
once known as “Tripe Alley,” and the 
first and only house on it for many years 
was the present home of John Brown. 

Tyler Street was named for Fritz 
Tyler, and in 1957 was the first street pav- 
ed in Oxford County with soil cement. 
Crescent Street was built to provide ac- 
cess to the school, completed in 1951, for 
a total cost of $135,166.01. Slides of old 
photographs loaned by Arlene Greenleaf 
Brown and Celia Gorman, as well as 
present-day views, were also shown. 

During the business portion of the 
meeting, President Alden Kennett an- 
nounced that the next meeting, on Jan. 
2, 1986, would feature the annual “So You 
Think You Know Bethel.” He also an- 
nounced that the 1986 Bethel Historical 
Society calendars are now available and 
that the artifact of the month was a fram- 
ed photograph of Gould Academy, circa 
1917, from Willard and Sylvia Wight, of 
Newry. , 

Society Director Stanley Howe re 
quested that anyone wishing to serve on 
a committee of the society should let him 
know. He also reported that “East Bethel 
Road” was at the bindery, but he could 
not say definitely when it would at last 
be available. He also advised those pre- 
sent that 1986 would be the 20th year of 
the society's existence and solicited sug- 
gestions of what might be done to ap- 
propriately observe this milestone in the 
organization’s history,

Christmas is coming (only 14 days 
away) and once again we’re doing our 
part to help-your holiday be safe.
